ROOMING HOUSE

The rooming house and restaurant 
of R. 8.

The fire department responded and 
finally managed to get the blaze under 
control, There was a big crowd of 
spectators, and some of the new fire 
force were “guyed’ rather vigorously 
from the sidewalk, but there was no| 
interference.

rived at the fair. This {1s much Te- 
gretted by all concerned, for it is said 
that some of these samples were extra 
good. 

The seed fair concludes Thuréday at 
5 p.m., but the results in the improve- 
ment of the quality of the seed and 
the Increased quantity of grain crops 
marketed from the province will be 
far reaching not only in the farming 
districts but aso in the enlargement 
of the volume of general business In 
the towns and cities, while at the same 
time helping to increase the supply of 
food stuffs for a hungry world. 

One of the principal benefits of the 
provincial seed fair develops after the 
judging is done and the prizes award-

SHOT HERSELF 
UPON GRAVE OF 
HER DEAD BABY 


Mrs. Otto Riggs Dios as Result of 
Self-Inflicted Wound, in 


Cemetery 


Mra. Otto Rigge, formerly of Leduc, 
but lately a guest at the Yale hotel, 
shot herself in the temple with a re- 
volver and then dropped on her baby’s 
grave in the Edmonton cemetery at 
1.30 Thursday afternoon. Pinned to 
her dress was a note saying: 

“] cannot live without my child, 
who lies buried here, Wire the news to 
my brother-in-law, Claude Riggs, at 
Leduc. Good-bye, and may God for- 
give me.” 

Mrs. Riggs died from the effects of 
the wound, at the General hospital, at 
4 o'clock, 

The sound of the shot brought the 
cemetery caretaker on the run, and 
he immediately phoned the police, and 
an ambulance was on the scene with- 
in a few minutes. Mrs. Riggs was re- 
moved to the General hospital, 
where she was immediately placed on 
the operating table, An attempt was 
made to locate and remove the bul- 
let, but it was in vain. 

Her brother-in-law, Claude Riggs, 
formerly lived in Leduc, but has since 
moved to Bashaw, whera he is em- 
ployed as a barber. He says that Mrs, 
Riggs’ baby died on an F.D, & B.C. 
train last December, while she was 
bringing it to Edmonton for medical 
treatment. She was very much at- 
tached to the little one and the loss 
appears to have affected her mind, 
She had been {n the habit of making 
frequent visits to the cemetery.

province and the men who had worked

Mr. Craig spoke briefly on seed 
grains and grasses which he said were 
not up to the standard in many of the! 
fairs ho had visited. He hoped more 
attention would be paid to the grow- 
{ng of seed grain, | 

The speaker expressed his pleasure 
at the deepening interest that was 
being taken in the work of the boys 
and girls. The foremost thought in 
Canada was the raising of boys and 
girle to make citizens. In his opinion 
one of the best means for this work 
was the agricultural fairs, In the 
developmnent of this branch of the! 
fairs he assured the convention they 
had a warm friend in the minister of) 
agriculture and the department would 
do everything that it was possible to 
do to aid in that work. He suggested 
that there be a separate department 
in. prize Hsts for boys and girls. The 
school fairs held last year had all| 
been a very great success and the 
reason he believed this was that these 
fairs were distinctly for the young

Dairy Convention Hears Ex- 
cellent Addresses on the 
Needs and Possibilities of 
the Province — Branch 
Buying Stations Are Scor- 
ed by P. Palleson of Cal- 


gary.

Most interesting were the speeches 
given Thursday morning before the 
dairy convention in the fourth session. 
The topics dealt with varied from de- 
tailed suggestions on cheesemaking 
given by a practical cheesemaker, to 
ua message from the front from Cap- 
tain Bob Pearson. W. F. Stevens, live 
atock commissioner, spoke at some 
length on the administration of the 
Cow Bill during ita first year. 

Walter Hamilton, the cheesemaker 
at Calgary Central creamery, spoke 
on “Cheesemaking Under Alberta Con- 


ditions.” Mr. Hamilton won the 
championship in the cheesemaking 
competition this 


allenge trophy. He

Mr. Hamilton oaid that there was 4 
discrimination against Alberta cheese 
on the local market and he belteved 
that this was to a certain extent justi- 
fied. In competition with Ontarlo last 
year, at the Toronto exhibition, Al- 
berta had won six of the prizes, and 
the speaker did not believe that there 
was any reason why Alberta should 
not make as goou cheese as Ontario, 
for the conditions were very similar. 

One of the drawbacke with which 
western cheesemakera had to contend 
was the poor condition in which the 
milk was delivered. In the east the 
milk was usually delivered early in 
the morning, while here is was de- 
livered any time from eight in the 
morning til noon and sometimes after 
noon. This did not leave sufficient 
time for the cheesemaker to make 
good cheese. Good cheese could ab- 
solutely not be made in four or five 
hours, 

Mr, Hamilton, who was an Ontarlo 
cheesemaker, went into the technical- 
ities of cheesemaking, starting with 
the reception of the milk, the etart- 
ing, the testing, the cooking of the 
curds, dipping, taking out the whey, 
milling, salting, proper temperatures, 
bandaging and so on. 

Mr. Hamilton recommended the 
parafinning of all cheese. He figured 
it would save a loss of about five to 
six per cent on a cured cheese, 

The bitter flavor was one of the 
things with which they had to con- 
tend. In most cases this was caused 
by carrying the whey back from the 
factories in the same cans in which 

ethe milk was brought, The speaker 
believed that this was being overcome 
by the pasteurizing of the whey. 

Uniformity in the product through- 
out the province was the only means, 
considered the speaker, of getting a 
general market for Alberta cheese. 


Mrs, Nicolaeff Speaks. 
Mrs. Mary Nicolaeff, of Morningside, 


defended the buying stations. She ap- 
pealed for a stronger spirit of co- 
operation and quoted instances in 
France, Russia and Siberia where the 
strongest creameries were the co- 
operative ones. 

Mrs. Nicolaeff is a buttermaker 
and was an instructor in datrying in 
Russia, so she knows whereof she 
speaks, She sald one of the worst 
faults with which. the buttermarkers 
had to contend was the condition of 
the milk when it reached the factor- 
les, owing to the bad roads in the 
country. Mrs. Nicolaeff was loudly 
applauded. 

W. I. Stevens spoke of the “Cow 
Bill.” The first payments were not 
due yet, so the success could scarcely 
be told. It was made with the idea of 
encouraging community co-operative 
buying. There had been some friction 
among the members of the various as- 
sociations, but on the whole the spirit 
of co-operation shown was up to ex- 
pectations, 

There had been no precedent for 
this bill and the minister of agricul- 
ture had thought that probably $500,- 
000 would cover the loans that would 
be made. The number of applications 
for loans received up to Dec. 31, was 
632 and the amount of money applied 
for was $1,366,380 and approximately 
half of the applications with which 
they had been unable to deal with was 
due to lack of funds. 

The department had hoped to be 
able to get another quarter of a mil- 
lion by arrangement with the hanks to 


carry them through, but this had 
been found impossible. } 
More applications had naturally | 


been received from the new districts 
than from the old sald Mr, Stevens,

But a pecullar circumstance was noted 
in that the proportionately greater 
number of good applications that 
came from the new districts than from 
the old settled parts. Mr. Stevens gave 
details of the districts that had made 
applications under this act. Applica- 
tlons were still coming in and show- 
ed, considered the speaker, that there 
wis a commendable spirit among the 
farmers to co-operate for the better 
stocking of the farms. It had result- 
ed in placing 4,283 cows on the farms 
of Alberta @uring the past year. 

Early in the season the bigger de- 
mand had been for cows In milk, but 
later had asked for younger stock, It 
was noted that farmers who lived 
within ten miles of a railroad asked 
for cows of a dairy strain. 

Mr. Stevens spoke of three antmala 
that were not practical on the home- 
stead—the Jersey cow, the thorough- 
bred horse, and the vaudeville girl. 
The speaker strongly recommended 
the dual purpose cow, he thought it 
was not practical to put the more re- 
fined dairy cattle into the hands of 
the homesteader, who did not under- 
stand the special care required by 
these animals. 

Except where a farmer proved that 
he had special ability and equipment 
to care for the more delicate breeds of 
cattle, he was not encouraged to buy 
them under this act. 

The !dea of those framing the act 
had not been to start people up in 
pure bred stock, but rather to give 
them the opportunity of getting stock 
that would give a good commercial 
return, 

The Cow Bill had not been tntended 
to be used as a box of cigars to be 
passed around among the faithful. 

Conditions at Front. 

Captain Robert Pearson was brought 
in by the Minister of Agriculture and 
spoke for a few minutes to the dele- 
gates. He told of some of the condi- 
tions at the front which he had so re- 
cently left. 

Captain Pearson strongly commen4ad- 
ed the initiative of the western troops, 
and their irresistibility in attack. He 
brought news of the four Alberta bat- 
talions, and he could not speak too 
highly of the “boys” he represented 
in parliament. 

Address by P. Pallescn. 

“It is a pleasure to me to have the 
privilege of speaking before this con- 
pleasure to speak on field work, as it 
pertains to so many different ideas. 

“By field work, I understand the 
work and propaganda as carried on by 
the different creameries, that is, by the 
centralizers and private owned cream- 
eries, as well as co-operative cream- 
eries and cheese factories, All of 
them have had a certain work to do, 
and all with the most héarty co-opera- 
tion from our dairy commissioner, Mr. 
Marker, and the department of agri- 
culture. Let us hope, and let us keep 
on working so that we can say, “We 
lead, others may follow.” 

“We have, during the last few years, 
made long strides forward to more 
and better production, and, in speak- 
ing from different angles of view, I 
am free in stating that there is not 
a single state or province on the whole 
American continent which has made 
the same progress in the betterment 
of the dairy tndustry or of dairy pro- 
ducts than the Province of Alberta, 
But don’t let us rest on our laurels. 
The other provinces of the Dominion 
are not sleeping. 

“When speaking on field work, I 
think it would only be proper to start 
from a farmer's standpoint of view. 
During the past couple of months 


some of our best government officials | 


have been out on @ campaign for more 
and better production of hogs and 
bacon. I am sure they worked hard, 
and honestly, but I do believe that 
some of the good work has been wast- 
jed in speaking to city folks in cities, 
and grain growers in the wheat dis- 
tricts, 

“The former could not produce a 
pound of pork on a bet, not to talk 
about producing it economically. 

“Who is the real producer of neces- 
sities? Why, the man who carries on 
mixed farming or dairying. I never 
believed in appealing to patriotism or 
sympathy, Give the farmers a straight 
| business proposition, and they will see 
it as quickly as anybody. You cannot 
| make money on hogs !f you have noth- 
ing but No, 1 hard wheat to feed, but 
you can produce the first 110 pounds 
from skim milk, whey or buttermilk 
along with good pasture. Then you can 
produce the last 90 or 100 pounds 
from grain, That is the way for greater 
production, and nobody but the dairy 
farmer who has skim milk at home, 
or the farmer who is located near en- 
ough to a local creamery or cheese fac- 
| tory to have the buttermilk or whey, 
is today under the present prices of 
grain, able to be a real producer of 
hogs and bacon. 

“Then, when the farmers were ask- 
ed to produce more hogs, why were 
they not told to milk a dozen more 
pawn each to nelp the first idea? With-

Four or five years ago, I be- 
lieve there were over two million 
pounds of dairy butter made each year 
n this province, which last year or 
during the last couple of years has 
gone down to avout half a million 
pounds, Owing to the fact that the 
6mall dalryman who started out and 
did not milk cows enough to fill a 
can of cream, could take it to a buy- 
ing station and have equal or com- 
parable returns with the larger oper- 
ator, or in other words, through the 
buying station I believe at least 1 1-2 
million pounds of butter were manu- 
fuctured into good creamery butter 
which would, without branehes, have 
been made into noor dairy butter. 
Further, there is no use talking, that 
where there is a branch, @ woman, a 
boy or a girl can very often take the 
cream to town, leaving the farmer at 
home with h!s work. That alone ts 
worth something. 

“However, with the introduction 
and allowance of sale of oleomargar- 
ine, there will be little or no market 
for dairy butter, hence the farmer will 
in future, while the substitute is here. 
have to ship his cream, no matter 
whether there ls a branch or not, The 
od saying still holds good, ‘There is 
nothing so bad, bit tha! it is good far 
something.” I have here pointed out

Governing Application of the 


Draft to 


OTTAWA, Feb. 21.—The detatle 
have been announced here of the con- 
ventions recently agreed upon be 


tween Canada and the United States 
governing ,the application of the mili- 
tary service laws to citizens of each 
country residing in the other, The 
conventions are now before the Unit- 
ed States senate, having been signed 
by Harl Reading and Mr. Lansing, on 
behalf of Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States, respectively, The new trea- 
tles will become effective on the date 
the ratifications are exchanged. It 1s 
providd that in respect to Canadians 
in the United States, the ages for mill- 
tary service shall ‘be from 20 to 40 
years, both inclusive, and for Amer- 
icans in Canada from 21 to 80 years, 
both Inclusive, 

Negotiations in regaré to this tm- 
portant matter have been in progress 
eince last autumn, but no very sat- 
isfactory progress was made until 
about the middle of January, when BE. 
L. Newcombe, deputy minister of jua- 
tice, went to Washington, accompanied 
by Lieut.-Col, G. 8. MacInnes, aseist- 
ant adjutant-general, as military ad- 
viser. As a result of negotiations ex- 
tending over a period of ten days a 
satisfactory draft convention was 
agreed upon. After belng approved by 
his excellency the governor-general- 
in-council, it was communicated by

Mr. Newcombe, who went to Wash- 
ington at the request of the colonial 
office, was successful in completing ne- 
gotiations for a convention satisfac- 
tory both to the mother country and 
Canada, 

Text of Convention 

The new convention provides: 

1. All male citizens of the United 
States {n Canada (heinafter called 
Americans), and all British eubjecte 
in the United States (a) who were 


who, before proceeding to the United 
States, were ordinarily resident in 
Great Britain on Canada, or else- 
whero outside the British dominions, 
or (b) who were not born or natural- 
ized in Canada, but who, before pro- 
ceeding to the United States, were or- 
dinarily resident in Canada (herein- 
after called Canadians) shall, unless 
before the time Imited by this con- 
vention, they enlist or enroll in the 
forces of their own country, or return 
to the United States or Canada, re- 
spectively, for the purpose of military 
service, be subject to military seryice 
and entitled to exemption or discharge 
therefro under the laws and regula- 
tions from time to time in force, of 
the country in which they are. Pro- 
vided that in respect to Canadians In 
the United States the ages for mill- 
tary service shall be for the time be- 
ing, 20 to 40 years, both inclusive, 
and in respect to Americans in Can- 
ada, the ages for military service 
shall be for the time being, 21 to 30 
years, both inctusive,

2. Americans and Canadiane with- 
in the age limits aforesaid, who desire 
to enter the military service of their 
own country, must enlist or enroll, o* 
must leave Canada or the United 
States, as the case may be, for the 
purpose of military service In their 
own country before the expiration of 
60 days after the date of the exchange 
of ratification of this convention, if 
Mable to military service in the coun- 
try In which they are at the sald 
date; or if not so Hable, then before 
the expiration of 39 days after the 
time Ht Nability shall accru; or, as 
to those holding certificates of exemp- 
tlon under article three of this con- 
vention, before the expiration of 30 
days after the date on which any such 
certificates become inoperative unless 
sooner renewed; or as to those who 
apply for certificates vu. exemption un- 
der article three, and whos, applica- 
tions are refused, then before the ex- 
piration of 80 days after the date of 
refusal, unless the application is 6oon- 
er granted. 

3. The government of the United 
States, through the consul-general at 
Ottawa, and his Brittanic Majesty's 
government, through the British am- 
bassador at Washington, may issue 
certificates of exemption from mili- 
tary service to Americans and Cana-| 
dians, respectively, upon application 
or otherwise within sixty days of the 
date of exchange of ratification of 
this convention, or within thirty days 
from the date when such citizens or 
subjects become liable to military ser- 
vice in gaccordance with article 1, if the 
applications be made, or if the 
certificate be granted prior to their 
entry into the military service of 
elther@ountry. Such certificates may 
be special or general, temporary or 
conditional, and may be modified, re-, 
newed or revoked in the discretion of) 
the government granting them. Per-| 
sons holding such certificates shall, so | 
long as the certificates are in force, |

WINNING THE WAR IN ONTARIO 
From Toronte Telegrem, 

The first election petition arising 
from the election which convulsed the 
Dominion on Dec, 17th last has been 
filed at Osgoode Hall. Three farmers 
of, Norfolk county seek to set aside 
the election of W. A. Charlton, Lib- 
eral-Unionist, on the ground of cor- 
ruption, There are 39 specific charges 
of persons who are alleged to have 
received money, not to mention the 
others who are said to have received 
their ‘travelling expenses and a sum 
of money.” The payments alleged 
run from $2 for a single vote to $50 
for the vote of a man and his wife. 

For the first time in the history of 
Canada women play a-proinment role 
in a petition under the Dominion 
Controverted Blections Act. One lady 
is mentioned as an agent for the dis- 
tribution of funds, and seven women 
are alleged to have received money for 
their votes, 

It is set forth that at the election 
Charlton received 3,847 votes, where- 
as his opponent, J. A. Wallace, farmer, 
received 3,237, 

The petititon charges that personal- 
ly or through Senator McCall, in 
the Village of Delhi, Mr, Charlton 
paid, or caused to be paid, to one 
person the sum of $300 to be used 
for the purpose of corruptly influ- 
encing the election, and was illegally 
used. Then are set out a number of} 
specific cases in which voters are al- 
leged to have received various sums 
to induce them to vote for the re- 
spondent, W. A. Charlton. 

It is charged that through another 
person, in the Township of Windham, 
$50 was given to a man wherewith 
to buy votes for the respondent. 

Sunday, December 16th, the eve of 
the election, is said to have been the 
date upon which it {s alleged another 
man, acting for Mr, Charlton, paid a 
voter the sum of $5. 

The petition closes with the alle- 
gation: ‘ 

“That prior to the polling day the 
respondent, W. A. Chariton, gave 
large sums of money to agents in the 
county of Norfolk for the purpose of 
corrupting the electors of the said 


county, and procuring their support 
for the respondent at the coming elec- 
tion.’

Standardized Seed For Province to be Grown b 


Provincial Seed Fair—Entire 


ference Held at Maedonald on Thursday Afternoon, 


One of the most comprehensive 
schemes for making Alberta the 
seed grain centro of the world has 
been worked out by the depart- 
ment of agricultars and will be 
put tn operation this year, It will 
take some three or four years to 
get the plan in operation so that _ 
there will be a commercial sup- 
ply, but once established there 
will be no question as to the qual- 
ity of the Alberta seed grain, 

The entire proposal was out- 
lined by Deputy Minister of Agri- 
culture Craig at a meeting of the 
faire’ delegates and those who aro 
attending the seod fair which was 
held at the Macdonald on Thurs- 
day afternoon, 


Heretofore with the necessity of the 
country the department has been de- 
voting {ts special attention to the tn- 
troduction of pedigreed live stock into 
the province, but in order to have a 
well balanced production, and in or- 
der to take advantage of the natural 
facilities of Alberta to produce clean 
and perfect seed, this scheme of pedi- 
greed seed is being introduced this 
year. Outside of Sweden, the scheme 
is the most comprehensive in the 
world, 

The D en’s Plan, 

To begin with it is considered that 
Alberta has the natural advantage 
second to uo other part of the world 
0 produce seed grain and grasses and 
n order that there may be a general 
and definite scheme to provide seed 
for the world’s market, the depart- 
ment of agriculture has organized the 
following plan, The scheme is to pro- 
duce seed on a big scale and stand- 
ardize it, f 

Although the department started 
two or thre yeare ane to work out the 
scheme it ig just belng brought before 
the public. 

Privilege To Buy. 
To those exhibitors winning first 


| and second prize at this seed fair and
